City Council 
Okays New 
Menlo Goals 


Fast-growing Menlo Park, its 
population increased by more than 
2000 as result of two important an- 
nexations in the last two weeks, set 
new goals for civic improvement 
Tuesday when the city council un- 
animously adopted as official policy 
an 11-point program submitted by 
Mayor Charles P. Burgess. 

The program includes four carry- 
overs from a 14-point civic improve- 
ment program adopted in Novem- 
ber, 1945, and seven new projects. 

Fellow councilmen and an inter- 
ested audience heard the new pro- 
gram read by the mayor at Tuesday 
night’s council meeting. Council- 
man Dan Hayes moved for its of- 
ficial adoption and was seconded 
by Councilman George Ford.

One one question was asked from 
the floor regarding the 11-point 
policy outline. 

A woman in the audience asked 
whether the planning included a 
traffic signal at Oak Grove avenue 
and El Camino Real, a crossing that 
is being put to increasing use be- 
cause of the postoffice’s new quart- 
ers on Oak Grove. Burgess replied 
that such an undertaking is covered 
in point one, which calls for install- 
ation of signal lights at all dang- 
erous intersections on El Camino 
Real. 

Burgess discussed each point 
briefly and outlined the reasons for 
its inclusion. On the eleventh point, 
which calls for “concentration on; 


increasing the efficiency of munici- | 


pal services so that every dollar re- 
ceived from: the taxphyer will be 
given back to him with interest,” 


. Burgess said: 


“We need to get more out of our 
tax dollar in order to hold the tax 
rate where it is under expansion 
of the city.” 

Burgess noted in his written com- 
munication that in “less than three 
and a half years, 10 of the original

Ravenswood Police District Fight 
Settled By Abandonment of Proposal 


The long controversy over the pro- 
posed Ravenswood police district— 
whether it shoyld be all-inclusive or 
be apart from a North Palo Alto 
district—finally was solved by the 
San Mateo county board of super- 
visors Wednesday. There will be 
no police district of any kind. 


Decision came after a caucus 
meeting which considered arguments 
submitted at previous public hear- 
ings. The supervisors met with re- 
presentatives of both factions and 
decided to abandon police district 
plans entirely. 


A notice of intention to abandon 
district formation will be published, 


e@ anda hearing will be held Feb. 15. 


Leslie Brown represented back- 


ers of a Ravenswood police district 
at Wednesday’s meeting, and Arthur 
Nobbs appeared for the group that 
wanted a separate district for North 
Palo Alto.

‘Far Off,’ 
Rotary Told 


Ahy war between the United 
tates and Russia is a ae time 
away” and the “Russian bear is very 
weak and. frightened,” Newton H. 
Bell, noted world traveler and lec- 
turer, told a luncheon meeting of 
the Menlo Park, Redwood City and 
San Carlos Retary clubs at the Pio- 
neer club in Woodside Tuesday. 


The Menlo Park club was host to 
the two neighboring clubs at the 
special program. 


Bell told of observations made on 
his most recent of numerous foreign 
trips this one a 30,000 mile 
jaunt. He said that questions most 
frequently asked him concern the 
Soviet union. 


“And the prime question usually 
is: ‘When will there be war with 
Russia?’,” he declared. 


“In my opinion, any Russian 
war is a long time away. A firm 
United States foreign policy, based 
on ‘This is it’ with no backing 
down, is all that is needed to 
call a halt to the Soviets. 


“All English speaking people 
should unite if there is to be a 
permanent peace. In spite of any- 
thing that may be heard to the con- 
trary, England is a very strong ally 
of the United States.” 


Reports of domestic conditions in 
England are not exaggerated, Bell 
asserted. 


“What you hear of food short- 
ages is cnly too true,” he declared. 
“The English are highly rationed: 
One egg a week per person, 26 
cents worth of meat a week per 
person. It appears that the labor 
government will be in control in 
England for some time to come.” 


France, he said, may appear to 
the casual cbserver to be in good 
condition. 


it is not,” he added. 
“It is londed with communism and 
is one of the worst danger spots 
in Europe.” 


“Actualiy, 


The wreckage in Germany is evi- 
dence of the thorough defeat suf- 
fered by that nation, and all Ger- 
mans realize they were completely 
defeated ... an attitude they did 
not have after the first world war, 
Bell said.

ANOTHER STEP FORWARD 


Because the editorial page goes to press early, we were 
unable to take note in last week’s RECORDER of the annexa- 
tion election Jan. 19 in Suburban Park. Now that the resi- 
dents have voted by a sizable majority in favor of becoming 
part of Menlo Park, we want to congratulate them on their 
decision. 

As in the case of the Belle Haven annexation vote the 
preceding week, high interest over the issue was reflected by 
the large turnout of voters. Of the 151 eligible voters in Sub- 
urban Park, 130 went to the polls. Two ballots were rejected 
as being improperly marked and the official count, as can- 
vassed by the city council Monday night, was 78 for annexa- 
tion, 50 against. 

Also as in the case of Belle Haven city, there was a strong 
anti-annexation campaign waged in the last few days preced- 
ing the election. Without elaboration, annexation Proponents 
in Suburban Park charged that anti-annexation activities were 
carried on by persons not residents of the area concerned. 

That these activities failed to stop the annexation is grat- 
ifying both to the persons who worked hard -and sincerely in 
behalf of annexation and to the RECORDER, which is pledged 
to aid the business and population growth of Menlo Park. 

There was considerable investigation into the reports of 
outside interests having worked against annexation, and the 
RECORDER is satisfied the charges have foundation. How- 
ever, the organized workers for annexation saw fit to “let sleep- 
ing dogs lie’’ and not cause any unnecessary prolongation of 
the controversy, inasmuch as the ballot clearly showed the de- 
sire of Suburban Park to be annexed. 

By taking this view, the pro-annexation group showed con- 


siderably more sportsmanship and dignity than did the anti- 
annexation forces. 


SCHOOL PLANS MOVE AHEAD 


Two recent developments give hope for some forthcoming 
concrete action on the projected Menlo Park high school to

Tn November, 1945, the Menlo 
Park City Council adopted a 14- 
point program for civic improve- 
ment that at the time looked like 
a 10-year project. In less than three 
and one-half years, ten of these 
points have been accomplished, or 
have been brought to th e point 
where their accomplishment is a 
mere matcer of routine. 

These were the Santa Cruz ave- 
nue project, a new postoffice build- 
ing, a new city hall and police sta- 
tion, the annexation of sufficient 
territory to the city tc make for the 
most efficient and economical oper- 
ation of city services, the taking 
over of the street lights and obtain- 
ing better illumination of the city 
streets, a community recreation 
center, bleachers and flood lights 
for Nealon park, a memorial to our 
service men and women, the build- 
ing up of a fully equiped street de- 
partment, and the annual publi- 
cation of a report by the council 
to the citizens of the city. 

Progress was .also made toward 
codification of our ordinances, and 
on the solution of the drainage prob- 
lem. The time was not considered 
right for work upon two points: ac- 
quisition by the city of the water 


serve the southern part of the Sequoia union high school dist- 
rict. 

One was disclosure that the owners of the Donohoe estate 
have made proposals for outright sale of the property at Mid- 
dlefield road and Ringwood avenue to avoid condemnation pro- 
ceedings. The land is regarded by. the school trustees as the 
most desirable site. 

The second was discussion by the trustees at last week's 
meeting of a possible $1,250,000 bond issue to finance a new 
north-county high school plant and to provide more funds for 
the Menlo Park school. Discussion indicated the trustees feel 
that the $873,000 now set up for the south-county construc- 
tion is insufficient, and that this area will need a plant larger 
than the 600-student school now contemplated. Surveys in- 
dicate that potential enrollment would be 890 in the fall of 
1951, the time tentatively set for opening of the school. 

Announcement that efforts are being made to negotiate 
the sale of the Donohoe Property, rather than resort to carry- 
ing out condemnation proceedings, should set at rest some 
fears that there is a slowdown in planning for the south county 
school. 

The Donohoes have expressed themselves as not wanting 
to stand in the way of needed school construction, but on the 
other hand are desirous of avoiding condemnation. Next step 
rests with the school board obtaining site approval from the 


Atherton planning commission, as required by the state school 
code. 


"THE CHURCH OF THE PIONEERS” 


The famed old ‘’Church of the Pioneers,’ the Menlo Park 
Presbyterian church, soon will be implemented—not replaced 
—by a new structure planned to meet growing needs. The 
final go-ahead on the $120,000 building program was given 
by the congregation last week and construction is expected to 
start within a few weeks. 


Completed, the new sanctuary will provide seating accomo- 
dations for 400 persons and, along with old building, com- 
plete facilities for church auxiliaries and the youth program. 

The church menibers carried on in the best pioneer tra- 
dition in making possible the building program. The con- 
gregation and the committees in charge of the recent fund 
drive responded strongly and in a short time had raised the 
necessary local funds which, added to grants from the church’s 
national organization, makes possible the new construction. 

Our congratulations to all who helped put over the program.

It is now time to set up a new 
program at which to shoot, carry- 
ing over the unfinished business 
from the previous list. The city 
council has now added to the four 
carry-overs seven new projects, 
making a new eleven-point pro- 
gram, as follows: 

1. It is essential to the safety and 
convenience of the community that 
we obtain underpasses where feas- 
ible, and crossing gates where not, 
at all of our railroad crossings, and 
signal lights at our dangerous El 
Camino Real intersectics. As part 
of this safety and convenience pro- 
ject must be included a satisfactory 
location and ccnvenient crossing 
structures for the proposed Bay- 
shore freeway which runs through 
the Belle Haven section of our city. 

2. It is essential to revise our 
master street plan, which was es- 
tablished in 1942, to take into. ac- 
count the new vistas that have been 
opened up by the rapid strides tak- 
en by cur community in the_ last 
few years. The master plan should 
be expanded to show the locations 
of future parks and public buildings. 

3. A master plan for the progres- 
sive development of the physical fa- 
cilities of our parks should be drawn 
up by the recreation commission, 
and annual park anu recree lic: op- 
erating budgets shouid previde ’inds 
for the carrying out of t 1is plan. 

4. The city should establish a 
tree planting prograi.s, selecting 
tree varieties most suited to the 
purpose. 

5. A statement of city policy 
should be drawn up by the city 
council to guide city employees, res- 
idents and the council itself. Too 
cften matters involving policy are 
settled by the council in one man- 
ner in one instance and another in 
another, through not having an es- 
tablished policy with respect to ser- 
vices, regulations, etc. Lack of a 
consistent policy is detrimental to 
citizens, taxpayers, employees and 
elected officials alike. 

6. Although not strictly within its 
prcvince, the city council should un- 
dertake to obtain more adequate bus 
service in the city. In particular a 
line connecting our business -dist- 
rict with the Belle Haven section 
is needed. 

7. Codification of our ordinances 
is essential to the best administra- 
tion of our city government. Prior 
to the ccdification however some 
of our major enactments need re- 
viewing before being put in printed 
form. Our zoning ordinance has 
been completely revised and the 
building code has been examined 
and approved. Examination must 
now be given the subdivision and 
business license ordinances before 
codification shculd proceed. 

8. The citys storm drainage prob- 
lem is complex and increases ii. in-

HOSPITAL HISTORY . 


In November of 1946 the Sequoia Hospital 
District was created by popular vote to erect 
and maintain a hospital for residents of the 
District, which extends from the southerly 
limits of San Mateo, south to the county line, 
and from the Skyline to the Bay, with the 
exception of the Ravenswood school district. 
The District covers about 90 square miles with 
a population estimated at more than 60,000, 
an increase of approximately 70 per cent since 
1940, and still growing rapidly. 

The entire district has NO hospital facilities 
of its own, and must depend on available hos- 
pitalization at Palo Alto, Mills Memorial or 
other outside institutions. Facilities at Com- 
munity Hospital in San Mateo are available 
only to those unable to pay for any hospital 
care. The Sequoia Hospital will provide care 
for residents of this District, and physicians 
and others familiar with the situation tell us 
the need is growing more urgent daily, be- 
cause increasing populations are taxing the 
facilities of adjacent hospitals. The assessed 
valuation of the Sequoia Hospital District is 
in excess of $50,000,000. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

Q. How much money originally was voted 
by bond issue for the hospital? 

A. June 6, 1947, the Sequoia Hospital Dist- 
rict voted a bond issue of $1,500,000 for the 
complete cost of the hospital. 

Q. What type of hospital was approved by 
the voters? 


A. A 100-bed hospital, as pictured in this 
ad, with all essential cilities, and without 
non-essential frills. 

Q. If the $1,500,000 approved by the voters’ 
in 1947 was considered sufficient then, why 
are we asked to approve $600,000 more now? 

A. The answer to this question is well 
known and impressively felt by every resident 
of the District—rising prices and costs. 

Q. Why didn’t the District call for bids im- 
mediately after the 1947 election, if prices 
were lower then? 

A. It was impossible. Before bids can be 
asked it is necessary to work out plans and 
specifications in minute detail, and in hospi- 
tal construction these must be accurate; it is 
necessary to determine the best facilities and 
equipment at the least cost to the taxpayer.. 
This takes time. 

Q. Will the hospital be self-supporting? 

A. The Board of Directors believes that 
with efficient management the hospital will 
be self-supporting, perhaps after the first 
year. The Board cites the Palo Alto Hospital 
which has operated on a self-supporting and 
self-liquidating basis since its inception. 

Q. Will the hospital ever be able to liqui- 
date the bonds? 

A. Again the Board believes that under 
good management the hospital can build up 
an annual reserve, which eventually can be 
applied to bond retirement. 

Q. Just what may we expect for whatever

we may be assessed for the hospital? Do we 
get lower hospital rates and preference in ad- 
mittance? 

A. The Directors will give priority to resi- 
dents of the Sequoia District, both in hospital 
services and rates. Should space be available 
for outside patients, they will pay a higher 
rate. The plan will operate much the same 
as that now used in Palo Alto. The general 
overall benefit will be the Sequoia District 
will have hospitalization for its own, without 
having to depend upon the availability at 
outside institutions. That can be worth a 
great deal in times of stress and emergency. | 

Q. If, as our population increases, it is nec- 
essary to enlarge the hospital, will this cost 
us more large sums of money? 

A. The Board and its technical advisors 
have planned the hospital in such a manner 
as to permit its future enlargement at a 
minimum of expense. The Directors are ad- 
vised by its architects that the plan approved 
will permit doubling the present bed capacity 
without proportionate increase in cost. The 
Board has endeavored to overlook nothing in 
the way of excellent hospitalization for Se- 
quoia District residents, well into the future. 
It is proud of its own service, and of the con- 
fidence extended by the people of the Dis- 
trict. It is now giving, and, will continue to 
give the best possible community service. It 
shall always be mindful of its obligations to 
those who use the hospital, and to those who 
make it possible.

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Your Income Tax 


“REFUNDS DUE MOST PERSONS 
«WHO PAID WITHHOLDING TAX 


Editor’s note: This is the first 
in a series of articles prepared by 
the U. S. Bureau of Internal Rev- 
enue on changes in the income tax 
laws. Since’ most persons whose 
income last year was subject to 
withholding taxes will be entitled 
to refunds, we suggest these art- 

‘feles be saved as a guide to com- 
piling returns. 


‘Every man, woman and child re- 
ding in the continental limits of 

le United States, possessions or 
territories, who received $600 or 
more of taxable income in 1948, must 
file a federal income tax return by 
March 15. 

Owing to a reduction in income 
taxes, almost every person whose 
total income was subject to with- 
holding tax will be entitled to a re- 
fund upon filing. This is due to 
the fact that withholding rates were 
reduced on wages paid after May 1, 

G48: consequently, any taxpayer in 
this category whose exemption 
claims were not changed during the 
year, should find the amounts with- 
hold by his employer overpaid his 

~ tax. 

Wage-earners whose income, all 
subject to w:thholding tax, totals 
less than $5000, may use the “short” 
Form 1040A income tax return. This 
return lists the name and address; 
amount of wages paid and amount 
withhold. The taxpayer should se- 
curely attach all Forms W-2 to this 

@eturn. The internal revenue pbur- 
@au computes the tax and mails a 
refund or sends a bill if additional 
tax is due. 

All persons who wish the govern- 
ment to compute their tax, must file 
en the 1040-A form. 

The income of a single person, and 
the combined income of a married 
couple, cannot exceed $5000, if such 
taxpayers are to use Form 1040-A 
as a tax return. Not more than $100 

@! this amount may be received from 
sources on which no tax was with- 
held (interest and dividends). All 
others must file on Form 1040, the 
regular income tax form. 

The new law expressly forbids use 
of the withholding statement as a 
tax return. When taxpayers send 
-in this form filled out as a return 
it is sent back to them and they 
are requested to file on either the 
“short” Form 1040A or the regular 
Form 1040. 

Owing to the large number of re- 
turns expected to show refunds of 
tax it is urged that everyone desir- 
ing the advice and counsel of a de- 


puty collector, visit internal reve- 
nue offices as soon as in possession 
of all necessary tax data. The early 
filing of returns means refunds will 
be mailed more promptly.
